Lawmakers Eye Ads

In Law Enforcement
Magazines,

Assemblyman, 68th District
Advertising enables me to
discuss the work of the Legis-
lature with you through the
columns of THE HERALD.
Without advertising, ‘there
could be no great system of
mass communication such as
we have here in America, with
TV, radio and

newspapers,
amagnzincs competing to bring

you news, information, and
entertainment. 2

Like all other forms of use-
ful economic activity, advertis-
ing sometimes has trouble with
unethical practites. When
these are brought to light, the
resulting glare of publicity fre-
quently produces a bad reac-
tion against advertising gener-
ally, People tend to attribute
the evil-doing to the whole
field, and overlook the fact
that advertising is by now a
basic necessity for the econom-
ic well-being of  everyone,

RECENTLY the Assembly
committee on criminal pro-
cedure held a two-day hearing
on a couple of bills introduced
at the 1961 session which pro-
posed to control one form of
racketeering in advertising.
These bills were drafted fol-
lowing the conviction in Sac-
ramento of three officers of a
“law enforcement officers as-
sociation” for “conspiracy to
commit theft, in connection
with the sale of advertising
in the “Law Enforcement Re-
view,” the magazine published
by the group.

As introduced, both bills
would have ‘made it a mis-

sell advertising in any publi-
cation issued by an organiza-
tion supposed to be made up
of law enforcement officers.
Both measures were once
amended during the 1961 ses-
sion. The first was changed
to provide for a system of li-
censes for bona fide peace of-
ficer organizations to sell ad-
tising, such as licenses to be
given out by the secretary of
state after proper investigation
of each application, The 'oth‘er
left enforcement up to district
attorneys.
